7 41 In the morning of the 17th of 
April, Julian year, and that in the cal

The Passover was always celebrated 


on the fourteenth day of the moon 
next following the solar Ingress Into 
the first degree of Aries, the vernal 
equinox, and It must always, by law 
be celebrated on the fourteenth day of 
the moon, as shown on the calendar 
calculated by the priesthood.

Paul's Episcopal church, speaking here 
tafore a large congregation on mis- 
•lenary work among the Eskimos, said 
fee" tipnsidered the Eskimos were the 
only^clvilized race In the world that 
were1 secure from the encroachment 
of the civilized white man and that It 
therefore escaped extinction, or at 
least degradation, from contact with 
so-called civilization, a San Francisco 
dispatch says. 


Unless the earth shall change Its 


axis, thereby changing the climate of 
the bleak and Inhospitable north, he 
said, no nation Mill ever attempt to 
deprive the Eskimo ot his land 
This 


peculiar people Inhabit a vast terri- 
tory, yet, notwithstanding the vast- 
ness of their domain, there is only one 
tribe. They speak the common lan- 
guage and have the same customs, 
•whether in the Hudson bay country or 
in the Baffin's bay regions. 


The speaker was unable to under- 


stand why they had chosen such a 
habitation, If they really had chosen 
it 


"Ir the brief three months of sum- 


mer," said the speaker, "the Eskimo 
nuntB the seal and walrus and en- 
gages in fishing to lay up a store of 
food for the nine months of winter, 
and when the winter comes he saws 
the hard snow into large blocks and 
with these builds a house In the shape 
of a bee hive, pours water over It and 
it freezes hard and makes a tight 
dwelling, secure 
against 
the wind

First Botanical Garden. 


The first batianical garden in Am- 


erica was established near Philadel- 
>hjia about 1730 'by John Bartram 
a Quaker, who was also the first na- 
3ve American botanist It was a small 
affair (the entire property comprised 
only flv« acres) and a part of the 
tatted 
space was occupied by the 


house, tm.t by Ms own hands, but toe 
garden was a remarkable project in- 
deed for those days and is known 
jo Irave conttajined many choice speci- 
men*. 


William Bartraim, son of John, is 


perhaps better known as a bobanls. 
because of the fact that bis ac- 
count of his extended travels In the 
Southern Atlantic states was pub- 
ished. and contains many Jmportan-4 
observations upon ithe plants of the 
iregions explored by him. He ma 
tained tie* garden established .by his 
father, and after his deatth the prop- 
erty remained in She hands of own- 
ers who were deeply concerned in its 
preservation for many years. 


During a short period >of neglec 


serious damage was done to the old 
garden, ibut within itlhe last twenty 
years it has become the property of 
the city of Philadelphia and is now 
a city park According to the Journ- 
al of .the. New York iBo anieal Gar- 
den, its collection of trees and scrubs 
has always 
been notable and the 


old house is still an an excellent 
tate of preservation 
Tlie second American botanic gar- 


den in 'North America was also near 
Philadelphia and was established in 
1773 
by iHuanphrey 'Ma-rsiiall^ a first 


cousin of John Bartram and, like 
him, a Quaker. Ti'ie oM garden 'has 
long sirce passed Into a stia e of 
decay, but the house 'built by Mar- 
shall wuth his own hands in" 1773 is 


in an excellent state of pre- 


servation. Humphrey

the distinction of Waving written the 
first iboanlcal work ever published 
in the Unite1} States, an account ot{ 
our nailrve trees and sib rubs, prim'-1 
ed at F'h.iliadelp'hia in >:he lat'i^r part 
of the year ITS'—'Exchange.
